FINIS. 


The  last  of  the  Tradescants 

died  in  1662. 

On  March  20 ,  1683,  twelve  cartloads  of'  his 
rarities  arrived  at  the  Ashmolean  Museum  in 
Oxford \  just  one  week  after  they  had  been 
shipped  on  to  a  Thames  barge  in  London.  The 
opening  of  the  new  Museums  in  the  nineteenth 
century ,  one  for  Science  and  one  for  Art  and 
Archaeology ,  resulted  in  the  temporary  abandon¬ 
ment  of  the  parent  Museum ,  and  in  the  loss  of 
many  of  its  treasures.  Now ,  after  the  lapse 
of  thirty  years ,  the  oldest  Science  Museum  in 
Britain  is  again  housing  a  Collection  of  Rarities , 
and  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  specially  built 

is  restored.
